The 
Marquis ce Giigni, General of Arms in this 
Kingdom, died the 2cthof this Month, and 
was interr’d the next Day with great Pomp, 
all the military Officers that were in this Cir 
_ attending the Fnneral, and a general Dil 
charge being made of our Artillery. The 
old Duke Don Scipione Brancaccio, formerly 
Governour of Cadix, is on his Departure for 
Milan, defigning to make the Campaign in 
Lombardy.
